Government Will Aid 
_ Greeding of Horses 


OTTAWA, Jan. 16.—A further ex- 
tension of the, .government’s policy 
cf encouraging ‘horse ‘breeding has 
been announced.. So far government 
assistance in- the form of furnishing | 
pure bred sires has been confined to 
newly settled districts. 

The: new arrangement now an- 
nounced is‘ that the farmersof any 
districtwishing to work for the bet- 
terment of horse breeding by using 
sound, pure-bred sires may form a 
breeders’ club for the purpose of hir-, 
ing 2 pure-tred ‘stallion for the bene- 
“fit ofthe nsembers.’ These ‘clubs may } 
participate in the federal assistance ' 
now. being: granted. This assistance 
consists _in- paying practically 25 per 
cent. of thé service fees on a guaran- 
teed ‘number of mares. 

The breeding of remounts for the 
army ‘is becoming an important in- 
dustry in Canada. To encourage and, 
foster this work, the portion paid by 
the government to farmers’ clubs 
hiring suitable thorowzhbred .. stal-. 
lions shall be 40 per cent. on’ all}

W. F. Stevens, Live Stock Com- 
missioner for Alberta, addressed a 
small but interested audience of 
citizens and farmers in the city hall 
‘on Friday on the subject of ‘Dairy 
Feeds.’’ Mr. Stevens’ address was of 
a very instructive nature, and was 
| worehy of a larger audience, espec- 
ially of the agricultural element, . 

The real test, the speaker said. of 
fits value of a dairy feed was in the 
increased flow of wholesome’ gmilk. 
This feed may be divided into three 
classes, viz.: Pasture, fodder and 
“grains, and mill feed. Where once 
the prairie range supplied the first, 
jthe dairy farmer now has to use 
some variety of domestic grass. 
, Timothy, the most common of these. 
vis. not up to the standard, and for 
jpermanent pasture Kentucky or Can- 
‘adian blue. grass is greatly superior. 
For a-country subject to drouth, the 
‘speaker advised brome grass, while 
‘for late fal! and early spring feeding 
he suggested winter rye, the chief! 
asset of which is that it shortens the 
period of dry feeding. Root crops 
.are an essential for a dairy farmer, 
{4s .a succulent food for . winter 
months, and a mixture of two vari- 
‘eties. brinzs the best results. 

As in root crops, also in dry fod- 
ders, a mixture is far superior to 
the same amount of any one variety. 
‘Upland hay, brome grass, western 
rye grass and gn2en feed are excellent 
idry fodders,:but timothy is not 
favored. 
| OF grain and mill feeds, the speak- 
er advocated oat chop and wheat 
bran, the quantity to depend on the 
‘constitution of the cow. The meeting 
‘was concluded by a vote of thanks 
being passed to Mr. Stevens for his 
address.

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spirit, wrote in my red journal: 


The death-sentence! A hundred 
thousand men will be executed. Will 
Frederick be among them? And for 
that matter, who am I that I should 
not perish with them? Oh that 1 
were already dead! 

On the same day I received from 
Frederick these hasty lines: 

My wife! Be brave and do not lose 
heart. We have been happy. That 
Past no one can take from us even if 
to-day the decree “it is finished” 
should be issued for us as for many 
others. To-day we meet the enemy. 
Perhaps I shall recognize some of the 
old Prussian comrades—even my 
Cousin Gottfried. We march upon 
Liebenau with the advance guard of 
Count Clam-Gallas. There will be no 
leisure for letters—at most a line to 
assure you of my safety. But on this 
leaflet-—in case it be the last—I wish 
I could put into one single word all 
the love I bear you. I can find -only 
this: “Martha!” You know what that 
meaas to me. 

Conrad had also been ordered to 
march. He was ful of ardor and felt 
enough hatred of the Prussians to 
make his start a pleasure. Still, part- 


‘Ing with Lilli was hard, for the mar. 


riage license had arrived just two days 
before, 

“Oh, Lilli, Lilli, why have you put 
me off so long? Who knows if I shall 
ever return?” 

Upon his departure her remorse was 
pitiful, and she wept bitterly in my 
arms. I consoled her with the thought 
that had she been his wife it would 
have made the parting even harder. 

The family now removed to Grumitz, 
and I joined them, oppressed with the 
premonition of widowhood. Occa- 
sionally in the midst of my dull grief 
would come the bright thought: “He 
is alive. He will come back.’’ Then 
the horror of agony that he might be 
wounded, perishing for water, or that 
heavy wagons were rolling over his 
torn limbs, or that files were in his 
open wounds, or, worse yet, that they 
were throwing him into the trench 
while yet he lived! 

I would spr’ng up with a shriek at 
this thought. 

“Shame, Martha,” my father would 
remonstrate; “you will become in- 
sane if you brood in this way. Drive 
such wicked fears from your mind.” 

Again he would say, “Your husband 
is a staff officer, and will not be ne. 
glected as a common soldier. Besides 
you should think about the grandeur 
of the result of the war, and not about 
your own petty nervous feelings.” 

“Yes, not to think about it. That 
is always the way we treat human 
misery. All kinds of barbarity exist 
because we are trained not to think 
about it.” 

The Red Cross was a new organiza- 
tion. I read Dunant’s pamphlet, which 
urged its necessity. The tract was a 
heart-rending appeal. He had hurried 
to the fleld of Solferino, and told the 
world what he saw. Hosts of wound 
ed lying five and six days without 
help. What could a single man do ta 
save this mass of misery? Many 
needed only a drop of water or a bite 
of buead; others were buried still 
breathing. He spoke out, and for the 
first time—the world echoed tho cry. 
The Geneva Convention was called and 
the Red Cross was founded. 

Why had not Austria sent delegates? 
Why is everything new met either 
with opposition or indifference? The 
law of mental inertia and the sanctl. 
fled custom are to blame. My father 
argued: “The idea is ‘all right, but 
impracticable!” How could miltary 
authority allow private service on tha 
fleld? And then there were sples! 
And the expense! Is not war costly 
enough without it? Volunteer nursea 
were an unnecessary burden. Tactics 
came before friendly offices. It was 
even argued that this unnecessary 
burden would Increase the cost of 
supplies and bring a rise in prices. 

Such 1{s official wisdom! ro learned, 
so prudent, so heartless, and so im 
measurably stupid! 

The first engagement took place in 
Bohemia at-Liebenau, June 25. 

“It is a magnificent beginning,” said 
my father. ‘Heaven is with us. Ouy 
‘Iron Brigade’ will reduce these wind 
bags. They will punish these fellowg: 
well.” 

(However, the next news showed 
that. after flve hours of fighting, this 


same’ brigade, forming a part of the 
advance guard: of Clam-Gallas, ‘ re- 
treated to'Podol. I learned later that 
Frederiok was in this engagement, 
and the same night General Horn, at- 
tacked Podol.) . : 
“But,”.“continued my father, “even 
better. news comes from the south. 
At Custozza, dear children, we have 
gained a’ most glorious victory. 1! 
have already- said it: Lombardy must 
become ours. I regard the war as 
decided. We must send some of our 
regulars and Anish off these Italians, 
and then it will be easy to deal with 
these ‘tailors’ apprentices.” This im- 
pertinent Prussian militia is not fit to 
engage with regular soldiers. ‘They 
are all from the shops, the bench, and 


mere rubbish, and they cannot ‘stand | 


against such blood and iron as our 
men are made of. Hear the good 
news from the paper this morning: 
‘The cattle-plague in Prussian Silesia 
has broken out in a highly threaten- 
ing form.’” 

- “Cattle-plague—threatening! Is this 
your good news? Nice thing we must 
accept as pleasure in these war days. 
However, the black and gold frontier 
posts will undoubtedly keep the plague 
from crossing over to us.” 

But my father went on reading the 
pleasant intelligence: 

Fever is raging among Prussian 
troops. Such results must necessarily 
abound in the villages, with the miser- 
able shelter, unhealthy swamp land 
and bad treatment. Austrians have 
no idea how miserably the Prussians 
handle their men. The nobles do as 
they please with the common people. 
Three ounces of salt pork is all that 
is allowed for each man. They are 
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a-Eroup vi-goneraay The Wolaniarsnal 
with the glass at his eyes, is’ dictat- 
ing to his siaff.as he sits: proudly;on 
‘a white charger, Ong hand ds stretch; 
‘ed ‘dramatically toward the .smoke- 
‘covered ‘plain. Or he is.waving. his 
sword and looking, backwards, as‘if 
saying to those behind, “Follow me, 
my children!" Pictures give‘the mug- 
nificent and scenic effects of war with- 
out the horrors. They give the su- 
perb detail. of line and the elevations 
and landscape, not the flowing blood, 
the mangled forms, and scenes of dis- 
gust. To see only the'glitter of arms, 
the clouds of smoke, the prancing 
horses, the floating banners, the whirl 
of action, might inspire a battle-so.1g 
or an epic, or a masterpiece of paint- 
ing.

The village is ours—no, the enemy 
has it—it is once more ours—tinally 
it is the enemy’s( but no longer can 
it be called a village, nothing but a 
heap of smoking ruins. The inhabi- 
tants (was the village not theirs?) 
had abandoned -it early—happy for 
them—for the shot and shell hit ull 
alike, old and young, women and 
children. One family had remained 
behind in this place which yesterday 
we took, lost, retook, and lost again— 
an old couple with a married daughter 
in childbed. The husband chanced to 
be one of my regiment. “For God’s 
sake, Colonel,’ he said, as. we ap- 
proached the village, “send me over 
there to the house with the red roof, 


for there lives my wife with her 
crippled old parents. They could not 
get away." Poor devil, he arrived to 


see his wife and child killed by an 
exploding shell, and the old peopl 


unaccustomed to forced marches and |. huvicd beneath the debris. ‘ 


the hardship of short rations, and arc 
close to starvation. ae 

“The papers are full of startling 
news. You ought to keep them, Mar- 
tha.” Andg.} have kept them. This 
one:ought always to do, and when a 
ew struggle is in prospect one should 
read not the latest news but the ac: 
counts of the preceding wars, and 
weigh how little truth is contained in 
all these boastings and the prophesy- 
ing; that would be Instructing. 


CHAPTER IL, 

“How extraordinary! Defeat after 
defeat is ours. First the capture of 
Podol by moonlight; Clam-Gallas bar- 
ricaded; the village taken and burned. 
Then they conquer Gitchin. Oh;, those 


cursed needle-guns, how they mowed |’ 


down our men rank after rank! ‘The 
enemy’s two great army corps have 
joined and are even now pressing 
down against Miinchengratz.” + Thus 
my father lamented, telling us the ter- 
rible news. But his confidence was 
unshaken. 

“Let them come, every man of them, 
down into Bohemia, and we will anni- 
hilate them yet. We will surround 
them; the people will rise against 
them, and when there is no escape, 
no retreat—hemmed in—we will give 
them the finishing touch. It is a dis- 
advantage for them to be in the 
enemy’s country, for you have not 
only the army but the pegple against’ 
you. At Trautenau the ‘inhabitants’ 
poured boiling water and oil on to 
the Prussians.” 

A cry of horror and disgust escaped 
me. . 

“War is horriblé, I grant,” said my 
father, “but what would you have?" 

“Then never again dare tell me that 
war ennobles a people. Admit that it 
unmans them, brutalizes and turns 
men into tigers and very devils. Boil- 
ing oil! Ugh!” 

“Self-defence and righteous revenge 
are justifiable, Martha. Do ycu think 
we should take their needle-guns and 
bullets without return? Our brave 
fellows are cut down like defenceless 
cattle. But we will beat them yet, 
for we are too numerous and too well 
disciplined. 1 acknowledge a _ few 
mistakes have been made; we should 
not have waited, but pushed across 
the Pryssian frontier from the start. 
Our choice of marshals may not have 
been altogether wise. But I will not 
find fault, for the decisive battle is 
yet to come. We are now concentrat- 
ing a hundred thousand strong e: 
Koniggratz. There will our northern 
Custozza be fought and won.” 

Frederick was to fight there also. 
His last letter had said so. I have 
still in my possession ali his hurried 
little notes, written in pencil, on horse- 
back, in the tent, illegible sav: to me, 
and sent whenever he found oppor- 
tunity to do so. Some came into my 
hands even after the campaign was 
over, and | have them as mementos 
to this hour. They are not the clever 
descriptions or careful dispatches of 
the war correspondent. There are no 
details of the strategy, no rhetorical 
Pictures of the ba(tlescenes. Here 
are some of them: 

A lovely summer night in camp— 
the ground is covered with exhauste:l 
men after a long forced march. Tents 
have been pitched for staff officers 
only. In mine there are three beds, 
and my two comrades are asleep. By 
the feeble light I am writing to my 
beloved wife. Puxl Mes on my bed. 
Poor, tired dog! I almost regret that 
I brought him with me. He 1s sleep- 
ing and dreaming of his lover and 
master Count Rudolf Dotzky. And I, 
Martha, am dreaming of you. True, 
it is a waking dream, but I see you 
sitting in the far corner of the tent, 
and I dare not move for fear tha 
image will vanish. 

I stepped out a moment. Straggling 
tigures dragged themselves up to our 
camp fires; they had been left on ths 
road. But many more are still lying 
{in the ditches and corn-fields. The 
heat of the march was fearful. The 
brazen sun burned Into our brains, the 
knapsacks and muskets galled our 
shoulders. None have complained, 
though many fell from _ sunstroke, 
never to rise again. This June night 
{s clear and enchanting, but nightin- 
gales and roses and jasmine are not 


for us. We hear stamping and neigh 
{ng horses, Voices of restless men, th. 
even tramp of the guard. Later we 
shall hear the croak of the raven, and 
smell the powder, blood, and corrup- 
tion. Astonishing how blind 1s man 
kind! Those who curse the feartu. 
fires that burned the martyrs for th: 
flory of God, even those glorify the 
battlefleld. he torture chambers of 
the Inquisition fill them with abhor- 
rence, but how proud they are of their 
arsenals!

How esthetically our battleflelds 


are painted! Upon.g bib-top atands 


Fighting in the open country is ter- 
rible enough, but fighting in the midst 
of homes and human haunts is ten 
times more cruel.’ Crashing timbers, 
burning buildings, smothering smoke 
and fumes, maddened animals, every 
building a fortress or barricade, and 
every window a gun-hole! There 
was a breastwork heaped up with 
corpses, the defenders having used 
the slain as a rampart to shoot behind. 
One man penned in among the rest 
was still alive, for I saw him move, 

Living still! that is the most hor- 
rible condition for the uncared-for 
wounded. If only some angel, either 
of compassion or death, might touch 
these poor wretches with a tender 
hand!

Today we had a little cavalry skir- 
mish in the open field. A Prussian 
dragoon regiment came up, dropped 
into line, and, with their bridles drawn 
and -sabres over their heads, they gal- 
loped down on us. We sprang to meet 
the,attack.

A few’ paces apart both 
tegiments broke into a thundering

I have settled it. This will be my 
Jast campaign. When I come back I 
uit the service. When a man has 
earned to look upon war with the 
horror that it produces in me, it would 
be a lie and a crime to stay in its 
service. As you know, I have elways 
gone into battle with repugnance, but 
this detestation is so increased, this 
condemnation and decision has become 
60 strong, that all the reasons with 
which I had held my judgment have 
ceased to argue in me. Our mutual 
study of the question has proved to 
me that the greatest souls in the world 
share this conception of war with me. 
Whatever comes, I am determined that 
at the end of this campaign I shall 
for ever close my military life. I can- 
not serve the god of war any longer. 
I have come to this conviction as some 
people change their old ideas of re- 
ligion, which they gradually find have 
rested on folly and superstition; and 
60 I can no longer keep up the decep- 
tion, or kneel to the delusion, that 
army proclamations and cannon roars 
are consecrated things, Without any 
respect for the ritual of the god Mars, 
with its weird human sacrifices, I ab- 
Juco for ever the cruel worsl\ip.

RUSSIANS REPORT FURTHER 
VICTORIES IN. THE 
CARPATHIANS 


Attack on the Dardanelles 
Resumed 


LONDON, March 25th, 10 p. m.— 
‘‘The admiralty has good reasons to 
believe that the German submarine 
U-29 has been sunk with all hands.”’ 

This news, published late this even. 
ing, followed as it did reports that 
the attack on the Dardanelles had 
been rdsumed and that the Russians 
had won important victories over th; 
Austrians in Bukowina and at Uzsok 
Pass in the Carpathians gave the 
people of the  altied countries 
grounds for cheerfulness. An Aus- 
trian official report. claims that the 
Russian attacks on the front west 
of Uzsok Pass have been repulsed. 

The admiralty gave no details of 
how or when the U-29 was sunk, but 
the report that she was disposed of 
was received in shipping cireles with 
a sigh of relief. 

It was this vessel which just a 
fortnight ago torpedoed six steamers 
in the Bristol channel and off the 
Scilly Islands within two days. Her 
commander, who spoke English per 
fectly, told one of the merchant cap- 
tains of destroyed vessels, who was 
taken aboard the submarine, that, he 
was the commander of the submarine 
which torpedoed the British cruisens 
Aboukir, Cressy am’ Hogue. If this 
was true he was the man who was 
looked upon as Germany's most dar- 
Ny ing submarine navigator.

The Pumping Plant 


Dear Sir,— 

There can be no doubt that tho 
subject. matter of the letter from 
Mr. Broughton, published in . your 
last, issue, is one of vital impor- 
tance to the citizens of Red Deer, 
but it appears to me that the pro- 
posed change will tend to increase 
rather than reduce our already heavy 
rates. i 

As a confession of faith in munici- 
pal ownership of municipal monop- 
olies, many of our citizens can en- 
dorse and support his sentiments, 
but, as a matter of business, at a 
time when the almighty dollar is 
chiefly conspicuous by jts absence, 
and our city is already heavily noort- 
gaged, I submit, sir, that we should 
carefully investigate any proposition 
which entails additional capital out- 
lay or annual charges on our rates, 
and this is the case with the scheme 
before the city, which shows a ‘oss 
on the estimates and will probably 
realize a larger loss in actual work- 
ing. 

The figures now before the- Council 
appear to indicate an extra charge 
on the ratepayers of about $3,200 
per annum, assuming the estimates 
are correct, with which assumption 
I do not agree. 

To the “man in the street’ the 
loss would appear to be somewhat. as 
follows:

In arriving at, this extra annual 
charge all figures not affected by the 
proposed change of operation are 
onitted, their inclusion only tends 
to cloud and muddle the issue: 
There are underestinvates in the 
figures before the Council which your 
correspondent must’ have noted, 
though he carefully refrains from di- 
recting attention to them. We. find, 
first, a thinly, veiled proposal to 
scrap the present pumps and pur- 
chase new ones at no distant date, 
which will entail a further charge 
on the city. The depreciation is fig- 
ured at 5 per cent., which your cor- 
respondent must agree is madequute, 
for IT am sure, sir, that neither he 
nor the city engineer would be pre- 
tared to pay 60 per cent. of the 
cost of a new boiler for one ten 
years old. This should not be Jess 
than 10 per cent., a further — in- 
crease of $649 over estimates: The 
fuel cost appears to be inadequate, 
for assuming an average ‘of 75 H.P., 
and coal at $3 per ton, this will 
amount to about $3,500 per annum, 
an increase of $980 per annund over 
estimates. Your correspondent should 
also note that the city engineer yro- 
poses to get (presumably) capable 
machinists to disconnect and recon- 


‘struct the pumps for $2.50 per day. 


Any information as to where they 
are to be found at this figure shonld 
be particularly valuable to him when 
figuring on the cost of producing 
shrapnel shell. The underestimate 
here is not, however, sufficiently imr 
portant to carry forward to the 
extra annual cost to the city. There 
should also be a charge for rent in 
account between the city and _ its 
waterworks department, but as tkis 
does not entail actual extra expendi- 
ture it can be safely omitted at 
present,

Thus, for an additional annual 
charge on the'rates of $4,862, we are 
asked to father an unbusinesslike 
ideal, and are offered a sop by way 
of reduced insurance premiums, which 
will not materialize if the pumps 
ave placed in the frame building aly 
lowed for in the estimates, as this 
will be no more fireproof than the 
building they are now in. 

I submit, sir, that the ratepayers 
will do well to bear these facts in 
mind and to thoroughly ventilate and 
jinvestigate the proposed change in 
all its bearings before assenting to 
any by-law to sanction the expendi- 
ture. /

Is it because the 
manufacturers are 200 ysars ‘behind 
Are they employing incompetent 
workmen for the sake of keoping 
down expense, knowing that ‘the 
tariff will-keep the market for them 
in spite. of inferior goods?. The 
statement ‘that manufacturers are 
prepared to run without profit, or 
even at a loss,’’ is ‘simply thrawing 
dust in the eyes of the public. The 
farmers think they pay extortionate 
prices for machinery; they never 
mention clothes because they don’t 
know, but the manufacturers of cloth 
and olothing are worse than the 
nvachinery makers if they only knew 
it.

There has been a great deal of 
controvensy in the Council and else- 
where as to the city making a 
grant, 
to kelp out thiy yéar’s exhibition. 
In all this controversy there is one 
fact that has been completely lost 
sight of, and that is that there never 
was less need of a fair or exhibition 
than there is this year. The aim of 
the exhibition is to efeourage and 
induce the farmer to grow the very 
best crops possible, beth in quan- 
tity and quality; and also to raise 
the very best stock possible, but the 
exhibition associations have never 
been able to offer the inducements 
or encouragement as is being offered 
to the farmers. this year without the 
aid of the association. First, the 
Empire needs all the grain, beef and 
pork the farmer can raise; and, 
secondly; the prices are such as_ to 
encourage any farmer to exert his 
very best efforts. Another thing, 
Mr. Editor, the citizens of our 
towns and cities were never .as 
little able to afford to pay for the

Trenches have eyes just as well as 
Submarines, and, although less elab- 
orate, they are just as effective’ for 
the work required. Both owe their 
origin to a toy - invented by 
Giovanni Battista della Porta, a 
'Neopolitan savant living in the six- 
teenth century, which has come to 
‘be known as the “camera obseura.”’ 
‘The principle of the camera obseura 
is that a ray of light travels in a 
‘straight line and bears with it the 
jcolor of the object from which it is 
‘reflected. In noonday at Naples Bat- 
:tista had noticed that when the 
shad&s of his windows were drawn 
almost to the bottom. objects pass- 
jing in the street below were clearly 
depicted with all their colors upon 
lthe ceiling of his chamber, but in 
‘an inverted position. That gave 
jhim the idea. Later, by the means 
lof lenses and mirrors, the rays of 
light bearing the images were mag- 
‘nified, transposed to their natural 
,Position, and diverted at will. This 
evolution of the camera obscura 
forms the periscope used in modern 
|warfare—the eyes of the submarine 
rand the eyes of the trenches. 


Ball Players Organize 


A goodly sprinkling of enthusiasts 
‘and. players assembled Friday night 
lin the Advocate office to organize 
the Red Deer Baseball Club for the 
1915 season. The following officers 
were elected : President, T. A. Gastz;

Considerable discussion took place 
as to whether strictly amateur or 
semi-pro. ball would be played in 
the Central Alberta League this 
season. By the recent mandate of 
the A.A.A.U., formulated at the in- 
‘stigation of President Boyd of the 
C.A.A.U., to stimulate amateur base- 
ball organization in Alberta, players 
professionalized by playing with or 
against professionals, but without 
receiving monetary consideration 
since 1907, are whitewashed, provid- 
ed they play in an organized amateur 
‘league this season. This mandate 
removes all professional stigma 
from the Red Deer boys, but the 
other towns are not so lucky, and 
without using these ineligible players 
they cannot enter a team, and the 
loss of these teams will mean the 
probable breaking up of the league. 
Secretary Turnbull was _ instructid 
to communicate with these teams as 
to whether they could enter strictly 
amateur teams or not. 

The organization of a city league 
was next taken up, the city team to 
be selected from the players in this 
league. Four teams wer entered, 
namely, the Benedicts, the C. P. R., 
the Town and the School. Messrs. 
J. Mann, W. C. Donlevy and Roy 
Reynolds were commissioned to ar- 
ganize the first three teams, the 
School team having already done so. 
This four team league should provide 
berths for all the baseball talent in 
the city, and any who have had any 
baseball experience are nequested to 

ommunicate with N. Hamley as 
soon as_ possible. Twirlers and 
backstops are in great demand, and 
there are vacancies for 
fielders and gardeners on the city 
team. 

Professional ball in 1912 drew 
large local crowds, and amateur or 
semi-pro. ball this year, when the 
jhome talent is in demand, should be 
given fully as good a reception.

Scraps of Paper 


The Men's Brotherhood was ad- 
dressed on Sunday last by Mr. FP, 
W. Harris on the subject of ‘Scraps 
of Paper.’’ Mr. ‘Harris delved with 
a master hand into the diplomacy of 
the last century, so evolved vin its 
nature, so complicated in its con- 
struction, and so intricate in its 
details that only the most acute 
mind could follow it, yet so infin- 
itesimal in its bearing on tho his- 
tory of the century that none ean 
afford to pass it. by. Beginning with 
that series of treaties and nugo- 
tiations between the powers allied 
against Napoleon and those of that 
domineering monarch himself with 
the twice-traitorous Murat of Naples, 
the speaker narrated briefly that 
chaotic series of events, machin- 
ations and intrigue which resulted 
in the new kingdoms of Belgium and 
Italy in cast, and Greece, Bulgaria, 
Roumania, Servia and Montenegro in 
the west, and in the extinction , of 
the states and kingdoms which form- 
jed Italy, of Schleswig-Holstein and 
,Of Cracow. Mr. Harris, deating with 
‘the present war, expressed an opin- 
ion that Germany's breach of  Bel- 
gium’s neutrality was no moro 
flagrant than those of other powers, 
including Britain, during the past 
century, and concluded his address 
with a few minor comments on tho 
labor movement,
